The second worst tube, BTW, is the 6AN8 which seems to develop grid current 
and causes regulated power supply drift when the line voltage is low. This 
tube is found in the power supplies of the 502, 502A, and 575. The 6AN8 may 
actually be a worse offender than the 6U8 but not nearly as many were used 
in Tek instruments.

I've also had nothing but trouble with 6U8A's, along the lines of hum, 
noise and general bad behaviour, rather than outright won't-work-at-all 
failure. I replaced all the 6U8A's in my 75S-3 with 6EA8's, as Collins 
did in the 75S-3B, and oh what a difference it made. According to my GE 
reference, the only difference between a 6U8 and a 6U8A is the controlled 
filament warmup characteric of the 6U8A, designed especially for series 
string applications. The 6EA8 has the same characteristic, and its other 
specs are pretty much the same as the 6U8A as well. 


Something I noticed this weekend was that Drake's 2-B uses part of a 6U8 

for the HFO; mine'a got a 6U8A replacement already. I wonder if there's a 
6U8/A failure mode that over-stresses the crystals, accounting for all the 
failed rocks that 2-B owners have complained of here on the list? All but 
one of the rocks in my 2-B are original (I presume) Tedford Labs, but there's 
a JAN rock for the bottom of 10m, so this one's not immune. It's also got 

a 6CB6 in the 2-AC instead of the 6BZ6 on the schematic; according the the 

GE book, they're equivalent. 


Has anybody got a 6EA8 in their 2-B HFO? Mine will be getting one RSN & 
PDQ, on GP, FWIW. ;-)

I wondered if I was the only one who was replacing 6U8's wholesale. 
Evidently not. HP400 meters used these in the power supply regulator, 
and they go noisy, which makes the meter read upscale and twitch. One 
unit I fixed had been "repaired" at all points except where the problem 
was. These meters (as well as the Ballantines) have wall-to-wall gain 
in the amplifier circuits in front of the meter, and are set up as 
operational amplifiers, which means that any noise on B+ shows up all 
over the amplifier, as well as in the feedback loop. I did walk 
through the circuit to see if HP had fumbled with the design, but 
couldn't find anything that would tweak the tubes into failure. 


I've gotten allergic to triode-pentodes in general. One HP412A meter 
wanted a new 6AU8 to make it stable, and I've had to replace both 6U8's 
and 6BA8's in Tek scopes for a variety of problems. Except for a 6BA8 
that had an open heater, replacements have been for noise problems. I 
don't think this would show up reliably on a tube tester (dunno---I 
don't have one). I simply plug in a "known good tube" and see if the 
trouble goes away. 


In all the circuits I've seen, 6U8 and 6EA8 should interchange. Also 
6AU8 and 6BA8. Indeed, it looks to me as though 6BA8 will work in most 
6U8 circuits if you rewired the socket.

Greetings all - 

I have a coaxial connector I'd like to ID. It's the antenna input on the 
Hallicrafters S-36A. It appears to be a panel mounted male, as the center 
conductor is male and recessed into a barrel. Interestingly enough it is the 


center conductor that is threaded, not the inside or outside of the barrel. 


The barrel I.D. is .625 inches, and there appear to be two spring clips 
embedded in the barrel.

For contact cleaners I suggest Cramolin or the replacement: De-Oxit. 

I have used it for several years and I find that it does a wonderful job. 

One thing to remember however, is the advice I got from a Hewlett-Packard 
technician: when using Cramolin only use just enough to clean/lube the contact. 
He said also that what he normally did was to use a Q-tip to apply it and then 
use a clean dry Q-tip to clean off the excess. It only takes a very small amount 
to do the job. 

I think this last step is important. I really went to town cleaning an HP 410B 
voltmeter and left a lot of excess Cramolin on the switches. It took a week for 
the 

thing to settle down and it finally dawned on me that the excess Cramolin could 
be a problem. I recleaned the switch with a dry Q-tip and the meter was fine. 
Now if I could just get a new tube for the probe....... anyone got any 2-01's?

I had some sticky meter problems too with a bunch of metered variacs I got 

in an auction from Tek. I finally removed one of the meters, took the case 
off of it, and very carefully reduced the pressure on the pivot bearings by 
backing off on a tiny locking nut and backing a bearing screw out about 1/8 
of a turn. After that it seemed to work perfectly.

Panel meters are not that difficult to work on. You'll need a set of 
jeweler's screwdrivers, some small nut drivers, a loupe or magnifying 
glass, and a steady hand. Most of the panel meter movements come right 
out of the case, and the movement itself is a cartridge assembly that 


can be taken out of the magnet. 


For "sticky movement," I generally find that loosening the front pivot 
locknut, screwing it in and out a half turn a couple of times, then 
adjusting it just loose enough to allow the meter to operate properly 
makes the problems go away. If you've got problems like coil jumped 
out of the pivots or an unsoldered hairspring, take the catridge out of 
the magnet (and put a keeper across the magnet) so that you can work on 
it without having the magnet in the way. I have, on a couple of 
occasions, repaired a bad pivot point on the coil by unsoldering the 
hairsprings and lifting the coil assembly out, then working over the 
pivot with some 600 sandpaper to form a new point. You'll need a very 
small soldering iron to solder around meter movements. 


Most of them go back together quite easily. You want to check to see 
that the movement carrier is piloted into the magnet; if not, it will 
take some work to get it centered. 


By the way, a couple of 1N4001 diodes back-to-back across a meter's 
terminals will protect the movement from burnout. Most of the 
inexpensive panel meters give full-scale deflection with 100-200 mv. 
across the coil, so the diodes don't begin to conduct until you are at 
about 200% full scale current.

When I seen your solution for the KW2000 drift problem, it seems that I 
recalled seeing that somewhere else. The KW2000 manual that I have is not 
for my rig but the notation in the back by some other owner is most 
interesting. 


Seems that chap had the exact same problem. He too, exchanged the 6U8 for a 
6EA8 and the drifting stopped. In checking the specs for these two tubes, it 
appears that there are very small differences. The plate dissipation of the 
pentode unit in te 6U8 is rated for 3 watts while the 6EA8 is rated for 3.1 
watts. The max plate voltage for the triode is 125v in the 6U8 and 150V in 
the 6EA8. In both tubes, the power consumed by the filaments is identical. 
My best guess is the 6EA8 is a marginally better tube and in a VFO 
application, it probably makes a large difference. 


By the way, to improve the operation of the VOX circuit, connect a 3.9 
megaohm resistor in parallel with R105 (the 3.3 megaohm resistor at V21 
12AT7) .

About 18 months ago, I shot an "impossible" bandswitch in an RME-45 
with Deoxit. It changed the switch from "inoperative" to "like new." 
Later on, for other reasons, I had to take the coils boxes out of the 
set, which meant that I had the bandwitch wafers on the bench with 
nothing mounted on them. There was nothing on them to clean off, 
beyond what the Deoxit treatment had done.

Hello anchorites 


I am doing up an RCA88LF at the moment. The copy of the instruction 
manual which came with it is simply entitled MODEL AR-88, without 
any further specification. However I am sure it relates to an AR88D. 
My AR88LF differs in some respects from the circuit diagram in the 
instruction manual. The audio output tube in my AR88LF is a 6V6 
rather than the 6K6 specified in the manual. 

Yes : I did check the lettering on the chassis : it reads 6V6. 

One of the two chokes was blown due to a SC decoupling capacitor 
further down the line. Also R30, the one which feeds the voltage 
regulator was OC. This resistor is listed as 2700 Ohm 4 Watt, the 
one actually used was a wirewound 10K one. It looks original, but 

is it? 

Ofcourse all bathtub multiple decoupling C's had to be replaced by 
modern capacitors. Has somebody experience with putting replacements 
in the bathtub containers themselves? i.e. how do you open them. 
Remarkably the triple 4mfd filter pack still is still okay !! 

The tuning meter fitted is obviously a replacement, as it is a 

100 uA japanese unit with a rectangular dial. What was originally 
fitted? The manual only states an RCA part number. My suspicion is 
that the receiver came originally without any meter fitted. 

The single crystal has been replaced by a 4 crystal lattice filter 
(732,734,736,738 kHz). I assume that the resonance frequency of the 
original single crystal was 735 kHz. 

I am glad to say that the thing works again and performs rather well.

He overhauls them and adds a variety of mods. His prices are reasonable and the 
work is extremely well documented. The only problem is a long backlog. 


In addition, a while ago I corresponded with someone who had a long list of mods 
he did, and somewhere he may have sent instructions for these. I'll try to 
remember to look for these. What I recall is a fairly obvious mod to use an 
op-amp Summing junction to provide ALC. Ordinarily the final tubes can be cooked 
and lots of high voltage parts fried by a mis-tune. The op-amp samples one or 
more of the tune-up meter voltages/currents (like screen current + reflected 
power) and provides only the appropriate safe drive level. I should say that once 
tuned the transmitter has incredible punch. There is a very low distortion 
processor built in and the 100 watts always sounds like 500 at the other end. 
Many people comment on this. 


Anyway, the list of mods & fixes goes on and on - there are extensive power 
supply board mods, including changing the AC mains power switch, new audio 
amplifier, making the built-in keyer work better, etc. 


Although I like mine alot, there is one nagging bug which is driving me now to 
sell the unit. Namely I don't like the way it sounds on receive (by the way, the 
simultaneous dual receive with balance control is a fabulous feature!). Others 
say the sound is "distinctive" but I just don't like it. I even tried sampling 
the audio straight from the detector, but still heard too much distortion. I may 
have firebottle standards in this regard, so I'll be interested in your opinion. 


Meanwhile if anyone out there wants to make me an offer on my very nice CX-7, 
well go right ahead.

There have been a couple of previous posts from people 
who have expressed a desire to homebrew an SW-3 type 
regurgitator. I, too, would like to attempt this 
folly (?), but have been put off by the lack of the 
_big_ Henrys audio choke used in this and similar 
revrs. I'm talking 700 Henrys with a DC bias of ~3 mA. 


I'm currently getting price quotes from local xfmr houses 
for 10 ea. quantities of this choke, but my feeling is that 
the price will be pretty steep, ca. $40 - 50 per unit. 


If this is a price builders would go with, I'd plan on 
keeping 2-3 of the chokes for myself and shuffle off the 
rest at cost. If this is not feasible, then we'd have 
to seek alternatives. (The oft-recommended substitution 
of some HI-Z audio xfmr is pretty costly, too, if you 
don't have one already.)
